FEW 
MORE PUBLIC NECESSITIES 


Again assuming that we had a commission authorized to provide pub- 


lic necessities in the order of their importance, what would this commission 


have to do? 
. 


Yesterday we pointed out that any such commission should first pro- 


vide a comfort station at Merritnnck square, next public baths to accommo- 


date about 5000 a day, and after that a bnby's health park to save the 


lives of children suffering from cholera infantum. 


That completed, what nest7 Well, our park system is far from being 


complete cither as to Ihe number of parks or 
the 
accommodation 
they 


afford. We should have more small parks throughout the city and as near 


as may.be to the congested districts; but we must not overlook the vital 


importance of securing park land in vacant districts within the city limits 


before the land shall have been set apart for building purposes. Ther.e is 


an opportunity to secure an ideal park of Nature's planning in the High- 


lands which, by the way, has no park except the small triangular speck 


known as Tyler park. That was donated to the city, and the number of 


fine residences erected all about it^show the desirability of parks, large and 


small. Everybody is looking for an open breathing place that can never be 


closed in. Finding such a site, they hasten to build homes, feeling that 


they are forever guaranteed sunshine and fresh air and forever protected 


against crowding and congestion. Our park system has 
been 
rapidly 


developing"in these directions during the past ten years, but there is still 


much room for improvement and growth. 


The youth of the city want ball grounds. 
There should be one in 


Belvidere, one in the Highlands, one in Centrarville and one in the south 


end. 
The city should own the old Fair Grounds as a circus'ground and 


athletic park to be let to organizations for field days. At the present- time 


there is no such park available in our city and local organizations are 


obliged to go outside the city as far as Lexington nnd Canobio Lake when 


they would rather remain at home if they had suitable grounds. . Such a 


park would prove a paying investment to the city if it were obtained at a 


reasonable price and properly managed afterwards. 


The park department has begun the work, of 
constructing 
a 
ball 


ground at Fort Hill park which when completed will supply a long felt 


want. 
To those who object to the plan or tho work at its present stage 


we might quote the proverb to the effect that "children and some other 
people should not see a work that is half done." 


The present park board is going in the right: direction in regard to 


public parks, and if the city council would respect the judgment of that 
body and follow its suggestions, the interests of the city would be better 
served so far us public parks are concerned. 


Assuming the park problem to have been settled along the lines indi- 


cated what should next occupy the attention of this supposed commission to 
supply public necessities? 


It would be a step for the protection of the public health. It would 


entail the clearing out of the lower Concord river which nt present is little 
better than an open cesspool; it. would mean the 
improvement 
of 
the 


sewerage system, the cleaning up of streets, lanes and alleys nnd the con- 
demnation of all buildings found in an unsanitary condition. 


There are sources of disease which tire, allowed to pass unnoticed 


simply because they seem to have had a foothold here for years and have 
come to be regarded HS ncrcHsnry evils. 
Among 
these 
is 
the 
smoke 


nuisance, all pervasive, injuring those in good health and retarding the 
recovery of those who are wick. 
11 is a delusion under which a great many 


people labor that this nuisance cannot be done away with except at ;i great 
expense. This is a mistake. The abolition of the smoke nuisance would 
be a source of profit to every manufacturer who is now an offender in 
that way. 


There are some few offenders who arc so indifferent to the rights, 


the safety and the health of others that they should be quickly taught a 
lesson by the .smoke inspector if he means to do anything for the enforce- 
ment of the law. AYho can doubt what, the action of any commission on 
public necessities would he in reference to such reckless defiance of public 
sentiment and private right'? 


Tt is the right of every man, woman nnd child in Lowell to enjoy the 


sunlight and the pure air. the first, uiidimmed and unobstructed by clouds 
of smoke, and the second, um-ontaminatcd by dust, cinders, foul odors or 
fumes that enter ihe lungs and Iny there the foundation of future disease. 
We have a smoke law and a smoke inspector to enforce it but so fur us 
cnn be judged he has not done miything towards enforcing the law, nor is 
it possible to tell whether he intends doing anything. 
\Vc presume the 


unokc inspector must bo paid for his work before we 
cnn 
expect 
any 


practical results in Ihe suppression of the smoke nuisance. 


Were we to compute the damage to property, the damage to health and 


the loss of fii(;l duo to the .smoke nuisance, the result would bo astounding, 
nnd the wonder is that nu oulrnged public has not long ngo arisen to

There .can now be no dispute whatever 
that .'cities in which there..are large 
tenement house and 
rooming house 


populations ought- to provide their res- 
idents ": with the. facilities for bathing 
which .they cannot . all provide for 
themselves. Even if baths were to be 
regarded as mere . luxuries, like band 
concerts in summer evenings or 4th of 
July fireworks/It would be a proper 
part of the functions of a modern city 
to provide them. But, of course, thoy 
are far more than that. Public baths 
generally used will tend to reduce tht- 
demands on the services of health de- 
partments and hospitals; still furthnr, 
the fact must'be taken Into considera- 
tion that a clean citizen is likely to lie 
also a,more law abiding, a more moral 
and in .every way a better citizen. 
It is a matter for genuine public re- 


joicing, therefore, .that .we'-are now. to 
have a public bathhouse in Providence 
and -Franklin park is perhaps as good 
a place as any in which to locate it. 
But we ought'also, to have 
several 


more, in different parts of the city; 
and we must have them as soon as the 
money to pny for them can be ob- 
tained. Indeed, the holders of the mu- 
nicipal purse strings, the city council's 
finance committee, may feel assured.of 
popular approval it they skimp some 
on other expenditures in order to pro- 
vide for the erection of at least one

DOMESTIC PRODUCTS EXPORTED 


WASHINGTON, July 14.—The usual 


monthly statement of exports of do- 
mestic brcndstuffs, meat and 
dairy 


products, 
food animals, cotton 
and 


mineral olis from the United States 
was completed by the bureau of statis- 
tics of the department of commerce 
and labor today. 
It shows the ex- 


ports during the month of June and 
the fiscal year ending with June, 1909 
and 1910. Wheat shows a reduction of 
about 21 million, bushels in the quan- 
tity exported during the year, com- 
pared with the immediately preceding 
year, while corn shows a reduction of 
but 1 million bushels. The falling off 
in value of -\vheat exports is 21 million 
dollars; of flour, 3% million; and of 
corn, !1/2 million. Meat 
and 
dairy 


products show a large decline in value 
of the exports, falling from 146 million 
dollars in 1909 to 110 million in 1910; 
while food animals—cattle, hogs and 
sheep—fell from practically IS million 
dollars' value in 1909 to less than 12 
million 'in 1910, Cotton, while show- 
ing'a'fall of U4 billion pounds in the 
quantity ex-pnrted, shows an increase 
of 32. .2-3 million dollars in the value 
of exports.

patrons of the game, says an authority 
on the game. 


It

ranks whose hearing, whoso manner- 
isms, so to speak, attract attention and 
make them prominent and ofttimes 
popular in a degree secondary only to 
their ability to play the game. 


Four players stand out above all the

Hai Chase of tho 
New York Americans, Ty Cobb of the 
Detroits and John (Honus) Wagner of 
tho PIttsburgs. 


Wagner is somewhat different from 


the other three. He is not the grace- 
ful player they are— indeed, grace is 
not his strong point— -but his move- 
ments and methods on tho field are 
none the less pronounced. 


The brawny, active Plttsburg short- 


stop possesses a rough — one is tempt- 
ed to say uncouth — dash and energy 
that are good to look upon. He is the 
personification of power and agility 
and skill not from the smoothness of 
his movements when in action, but for 
his ability to swoop hither and thither 
in pursuit of batted balls and to deal 
mighty blows to the ball with his bat 
in spite of want of smoothness of 
.'novement. 


His is the activity and strength of 


the gorilla — quickness, rapidity in get- 
ting over ground at seeming variance 
with his bulk, masked when in repose 
by an appearance of primitive clumsi- 
ness. 


Chase is a type of an altogether dif- 


ferent sort. He Is the other extreme. 
Like Wagner he is fast, buf, unlike 
Wagner, his every motion and posi- 
tion betoken speed. Ho is as quick as 
a flash and, though inclined to be rest- 
less and fidgety on the field, never 
makes a false move. 
There la no 


quicker thinker in baseball than he, so 
that his mind Is in keeping with his 
body. Whether he Is smothering a fly 
ball, sliding to a base, fielding a bunt 
or standing at the plate ready to hit 
he is the embodiment of unconscious 
buoyancy and grace. 


Ho is as natural as a child, caro free 


but vigilant — never tense or sot. There 
is a peculiar adjustment of the hands 
when catching a fly that Is one of his 
most marked mannerisms, an attitude 
as natural an for a squirrel to climb a 
tree, and whon ho Is getting under a 
fly ball he IK the poetry of motion. 


Now, 
as to Lajoio, there IH not the 


dash or the nerve In his playing that 
accompany tho work of Chase anil 
Wagner. Larry is graceful, however. 
Also he is tail, straight and a fine 
figure of a mim. Ho probably 'has a 
larger individual following than any 
other player In tho country.

agers backing .up their supreme posi- 
tion in the clubs with their ability, but 
they are now beginning to Increase 
their hold by obtaining financial in- . 
terests In the clubs. 


Announcement was made recently 


that William Murray, who has made a~ 
success in handling, the Phillies since 
he went there in 1907, had purchased 
the heavy interest of Barney Dreyfuss, 
the Pittsburg owner, in the Philadel- 
phia club. 


While Murray had won a fixed place 


with the Phillies through merit alone, 
this stock transfer insures the perma- 
nency of his place as long as he de- 
sires, for his holdings in the club can 
never be Ignored. Murray will now be 
intimately acquainted with every an- 
gle of the Phillies, from & financial as 
well as a playing standpoint. 


Another big league figure who is a 


heavy stockholder in the team he man- 
ages Is Connie Mack, the shrewd lead- 
er of the Athletics. 
In the average 


season the dividends Mack realizes on 
his stock greatly exceed tho salary he 
draws as a manager... Mack already 
has a comfortable fortune, which will 
undoubtedly be substantially increased 
as the years wear on. It was not very 
long ago that Connie was taking a 
regular turn behind the bat for tho 
Plttsburg club. Tho most ho drew as 
a player was $2,400, which shows the 
future a ball tosser has if he attends 
to his business. 


Chance of the Cubs, Jones of the 


Sox, McGraw. of the Giants, Lajoie of 
the Clovelands and one or two other 
managers not only draw fancy sala- 
ries, but also hold stock in .the clubs 
they represent, although their inter- 
est is>-by no means as large as Mur- 
ray's and Mack's.

half a million dollars. Comiskey will' 
probably die a millionaire, as the Sox 
plant Is a gold mine. 


Jim McAleer, manager of the Wash- 


ingtons, is rapidly becoming rich. /Al- 
though only tho manager, McAleer Is 
easily the most influential figure In the 
Nationals, because Owner Noyes never 
interferes with him, and his word Is 
law. 


There Is evidence that the relations 


between Owner Murphy and Frank 
Chance, his manager, have not been 
entirely placid, although Chance 
iu 


said to get'$10,000 for a season's work 
and is worth it. 


Hughey Jennings, the old Baltimore 


and Brooklyn star, who won several 
pennants for Ned Hanlon by his da»- 
zling fielding and capital inside Work, 
tried his hands at managing In 1U02, 
when ho had charge of tho Phillies. 
Jennings was not given a free rein 
by Reach and Rogers, and he drifted 
to the minors, where he did excellent 
work as a manager.

A 
FEW MORE PUBLIC 
NECESSITIES 


Again assuming that we had a commission authorized to provide pub- 


lie necessities in the order of their importance, what would this commission 


have to do? 


Yesterday we pointed out that any such commission should first pro- 


vide.a comfort station at Merrimack square, next public baths to accommo- 
date about 5000 a day, and after that a baby's health park to save the 


lives of children suffering from cholera infantum. 


That completed, what next? Well, our park system is far from being 


complete either as to the number of parks or the 
accommodation 
they 


efford. We should have more small parks throughout the city and as near 


as may be to the congested districts; but we must not overlook the vital 


importance of securing park land in vacant districts within the city limits 


before the land shall have been set apart for building purposes. There is 
an.opportunity to secure an ideal park of Nature's planning in the High- 
lands which, by the way, has no park except the small triangular speck 


known as Tyler park. That was donated to the city, and the number of 


fine residences erected all about it show the desirability of parks, large and 


small. Everybody is looking for an open breathing place that can never be 


closed in. Finding such a site, they hasten to build homes, feeling that 


they are forever guaranteed sunshine and fresh air and forever protected 


against crowding and congestion. Our park system hns been rapidly 


developing in these directions during the pnst ten years, but there is still 


much room for improvement and growth. 


The youth of the city want hall grounds. 
There should be one in 


Belvidere, one in the Highlands, one in Centralville and one in the south 


end. The'city should own the old Fair Grounds as a circus ground and 
athletic park to be let to organizations for field days. At the present time 


there is no such park available in our city and local organizations aro 


obliged to go outside the city as far as Lexington and Canobie Lake when 


they would rather remain at home if they had suitable grounds. Such a 


park would prove a paying investment to the city if it were obtained at a 


reasonable price and properly managed afterwards. 


The park department has begun the work of 
constructing 
a 
ball 


ground at Fort Hill park which when completed will supply a long felt 
want. 
To those who object to the plan or the work at its present stage 


we might quote the proverb to the effect that "children and some other 
people should not see a work that is half done." 


Tho present park board is going in the right direction in regard to 


public parks, and if the oily council would respect the judgment of that 
body and follow its suggestions, the interests of the city would be hotter 
served so far as public parks are concerned. 


Assuming the park problem to have beon settled along (he lines indi- 


cated what should next occupy the attention of this supposed commission to 
supply public necessities? 


It would be a step for the protection of the public health. It would 


entail the clearing out of the lower Concord river which at present is little 
better than an open cesspool; it would mean the 
improvement 
of 
the 


sewerage system, the cleaning np of streets, lanes and alleys and the con- 
demnation of all buildings found in an unsanitary condition. 


There are sources of disease which are allowed to pass unnoticed 


simply because they seem to have had a foothold here for years and have 
come to be regarded as necessary evils. 
Among these 
is 
the 
smoke 


nuisance, all pervasive, injuring those in good health and retarding the 
recovery of those who are sick. H is a delusion under which a grant nmny 
people labor that this nuisance cannot he done away with except at a great 
expense. This is a mist tike. The abolition of the smoke nuisance would 
be a source of pi'ofit to every manufacturer who is now an offender in 


(hat way. 


There are some few offenders who are so indifferent to (he rights, 


(he safely and the health of others that (hoy should he quickly taught a 
lesson by the smoke inspector if he means to do anything for the enforce- 
ment of the law. 
Who can doubt what the m:tion of any commission on 


public necessities would he in reference to such reckless defiance of public 
sentiment and privntc rij;'ht? 


It is the right, of every mini, woinnn and child in Lowell lo enjoy the 


sunlight and the pure itir, the first, undimmod and unobstructed by clouds 
of smoke, and (he second, uncontnminatcd by dust, cinders, foul odors or 
fumes that enter the lungs mid Iny there the foundation of future disease. 
We Iwve a smoke law and a smoke inspector to enforce it hut so fur as 
can be judged he has not. dime nnything towards enforcing the law, nor is 
it possible to tell whclhcr ho intends doing anything. 
\V« presume the 


smoke inspector must be paid for his work before we 
cnu 
expect 
any 


practical results in the suppression of (he smoke nuisance. 


Were wo to compute the damage lo properly, the damngo to health and 


the loss of fuel due to (ho smoke nuisance, the result would be astounding, 
nnd the wonder is thai, an outraged public has not long ngo arisen lo 
demand the enforcement, of the law for (he benefit of nil the people.

she walked from the witness bench to. 
the stand indica.tcd that she is still 
very'weak. Owing to her condition she 
was allowed to rema'in 
seated 
while 


testifying. - 
. Her testimony was given in a whis- 
pering tone .and at times was scarcely 
audible. She said that on the afternoon 
of the assault she called on Mrs. Sears 
at the Creamery: lunch 
in' Middlesex 


street, and when the latter finished her 
work the two walked..down, to i\Irs. 
Sears' room at the New York house. 
There was beer in the house and wit- 
ness said that she drank one bottle. A 
little later Mr. Sears and a man named 
Alexander Stewart entered 
the room 


and . there . was 
more 
beer passed 


around hut she denied that she took 
more than one bottle. 
She then told 


of a conversation which was goinp on, 
and Stewart, she said, made a remark 
which angered her and she called him 
to account for it 
whereupon Scars, 


she claims, struck her in the face, the 
blow rendering her unconscious. When 
she -recovered her senses she was 
weak from the loss of blood and was 
later told that she had suffered an in- 
jury to her jaw, that the drum of her 
right ear had been broken and she had 
bruises about the body. 
On cross-examination Mrs. MeCann 


admitted to-Lawyer O'Connor that she 
has not lived with-her husband for 
some timu and that she was keeping 
company with a man who lives In the 
same house with the Kears family. Sho. 
denied however that she threatened 
to commit suicide and that her body 
would In' found in the bottom of the 
canal. Shi; also denied that she threw 
any', jfjiiit-Kca or bottles at Sears prior 
to the" assault. 


Lieut. John B. Crowley was called 


but the only question asked him was 
relative tfi the arrest of Sears. 
Dr. William St. Claire, superintend- 


ent of the Lowell Emergency hospital, 
tcstilied in part • as follows: "I was 
called to the New York house in Cen- 
tra! street about 5.40 o'clock on the 
afternoon of July 3. While I was in 
my office in Tyler street I saw an in- 
toxicated man walking down the street. 
He walked up the steps and when I 
went to the door he was holding a dol- 
lar' bill in his hand and said that a 
doctor was needed right away at the 
New York house. 
When I visited the 


house 1 found Mrs. McCann lying on 
a couch, in a room. She was suffering 
intense pain and that time I 
could 


not make, a diagnosis owing to her 
condition. I prescribed .for her in or- 
der that she might sleep and be re- 
lieved of some of the pain. Her face 
and head were covered with blood as 
was her clothing. 
She was bleeding 


from the right ear and also from the 
mouth and a superficial examination 
showed that she had received an in- 
jury to both the ear and mouth. 


"I called the following morning and 


diagnosed the ca.se finding that the 
drum of the right ear had been in- 
jured right jaw lacerated, two teeth 
knocked out'and there were discolora- 
tions and bruises about the abdomen 
and body. In all probability she will 
never be able to hear in the right ear." 


On cross-examination Dr. St. Claire 


said that it was possible that the in- 
jury to the drum of the ear might 
have ' been received prior to the date 
of the assault. 
The government rested its case at 


this point. 
Mrs. Mj-rgaret Rears, wife of the de- 


fendant, was the first witnesss for the. 
defense. 
Her testimony was, in part, 


as follows: 
"I am employed at the 


Creamery lunch in 
Middlesex street 


and reside at the New York house in 
Central street. Mrs. McCann called at 
the lunch room Sunday afternoon and 
inquired about her gentleman 
friend, 


who resides in the same house that I 
do. 
She waited until I got through 


work and then went with me to my 
room. • She wanted me to go down- 
stairs -and tell her friend 
that 
she 


wanted to see'him and I refused to do 
so We had a couple of bottles of beer 
and ns wo were finishing; the beer my 
husband and Alexander Stewart came 
Into the room. She asked my husband 
to go down to her friend's room and 
when he refused to do so she asked 
him if he would carry a note down 
there. He also refused to do that. 


"She then became boisterous, and 


said 
that when 
she 
mot him (her 


friend) she would lay him out cold and 
then she would commit 
suicide 
by 


.lumping into the cnn.nl. She said thnt 
after she wns dead her insurance pol- 
icy would lip found in one of the draw- 
ers in her bureau. 
"When 
she 
made 
the 
statement 


about ending her life', Stewart said to 
hor, 'You're a bluff,' and later said to 
her, "You're full of hot air/ 
She got 


mad when he made those remarks and 
after slapping hinvin the face, kicked 
him in the mouth. 


.."I then told Stewart .to leave' tho 


house and also ordered her out of the 
room, but she refused to go and said. 
'You'll get fat trying to put me out.' 
She struck me In the face and I threw 
her on the bed. She got up and started 
throwing things at my husband. 
She 


threw one glass -which crashed through 
the window pane "and then taking 
H. 


witch hazel hottle smashed it over his 
head. 
• 
"I then told my husband to hold her 


while I got a policeman. 
Instead of 
getting a policeman T went to the mail 
and woman who run the house and 
told them to take her away and a fev* 
minutes later she was taken 
down- 


stairs." ' 


"Witness said that no 
blows 
were: 


struck by either her or her husband. 


Alexander Stewart, who was present 


in the room, .testified as to what ho 
saw prior to the time that ho was or- 
dered out by Mrs, Sears. 
His testi- 


mony was in corroboration of that of- 
fered "by Mrs. Sears. He also Isaid that 
Mrs. McCann struck him and kicked 
him in the mouth after he had made 
the remarks about her being a bluff 
and being full of hot air. 


Garrctt Sears, the 
defendant, was 


the last witness. 
His testimony did 


not vary from that offered by his wife, 
other'than what he claims transpired 
during the few minutes that his wifo 
left the room to summon aid. He said 
that during that time while he was 
trying to hold Mrs. MoCann "on the beil 
she broke away from him and threw 
glasses, bottles and a cuspidore at him; 
He went to grab her to defend himself 
and claims that she fell n gainst thn 
corner of the bureau and then struck 
onn of the iron posts of the bed. 


After considering tho ovlde.nco Judge

matter of patent rights. 


The supreme court of the

States has repeatedly determined thac 
an art or process is as patentable as a 
device or a'machine. 
And they have 


defined an "art" substantially 
as 


mode of treatment of certain materials 
to produce a given result; an act or 
series of acts to be performed upon tho 
subject matter to be transformed and 
reduced to a different state or thing. 
In the sense of the patent law it is 
synonymous with "process" or "meth- 
od" when used to represent the means 
of producing a beneficial result. 
"An 
art may require one or more processes 
or .machines f® order to produce a cer- 
tain result or manufacture. But the 
art or process may he patentable irre- 
spective of the particular apparatus or 
instrumentalities used in its practice. 
The subject of the patent is the art as 
explained in the specification, repre- 
sented or exemplified by the mode of 
its operation,"

Js'ow the Hassam Paving, as I un- 


derstand it, or at least the l/aals of 
that paving Is a particular combina- 
tion of stones, aand, gravel, cement, 
etc. which produces a solid, substan- 
tial base upon which to lay paving 
atones. This process has been properly 
submitted to the patent office and a 
patent Issued therefor, Aa a result no 
one has the right to use- it except by 
permission of the patentee or his as- 
signs^ 
This permission, it seems is 
granted upon the payment of a cer- 
tain sum of money. 


The fact that the machines neces- 


sary to carry this process into 
effect 


are owned by the city and the work is 
performed by city emptoyess does not, 
in my opinion, affect 
the 
matter in 


any way or relieve the city from liabil- 
ity to tho Hassam company, it bolng 
clear that the process itself is the sub- 
ject of patent rights.
